Taft must rely upon the marine corps 
to protect the canal zone. 
Only 200 marines are on the Isth 
mas at present. 
These are iii com­ 
mand of Major C. J. Long. 
More than 
400 
marines are 
on the 
Columbia 
which is on its 
way to Guantanamo 
and will be within easy call In o r s 
the politics become stormy in Panama 
This large detachment of marines is 
in command of 
Major Jejeune. 
The 
Marblehead, 
which 
is now 
sailing 
southward down the 
Mi x lean coast 
and 
Is only a few 
days from 
t 
Isthmus, carries only a small detach 
ment of marines and cannot add much 
strength to any land expedition which 
Ab s o threatening. 
The

force has 
been 
strengthened 
materially 
and

well equipped that it Is In reality a 
miniature a r m y and is ready for serv­ 
ice at any time. 
Under 
the leader­ 
ship of the trained marines. It is be­ 
lieved the police force will bo able to

which 
ma}' 
arise. 
The Panama 
railway affords 
such excellent 
transportation facili­ 
ties that 
troops can be 
hastened to 
any possible scene of trouble in the 
canal zone without delay. 
This in­ 
sures the protection of all American 
property 
interests. Secretary 
Root 
and Secretary Taft have also made it 
clear that they will take a hand in 
disturbances outside of the zone, and 
if the Liberals begin 
any movement 
against 
the present government 
of 
Panama it will be with full knowledge 
that the United States expects to in­ 
tervene in the disturbances which will 
delay the canal work or affect it in 
any way.

Three Hundred Rescued From Death 
by Fire. 
Pittsburg, May 22.—Three hundred 
miners who were rescued from a fire 
in the Hazel Kirke mine No. I of the 
Pittsburg 
and Westmoreland 
Coal 
company at Washington, fifteen miles 
past of the city, are now fighting the 
fire to prevent the destruction of the 
plant. 
Tho fire has already caused 
damage of $25,000 and is beyond con­ 
trol on the surface. 
The fire started in an enginehouse, 
which 
was soon 
destroyed, 
with a 
tipple. 
The 300 min 
warehouse and 
ors in the works were in jeopardy and 
trio 
fans wore 
spped, as it 
was 
feared the air shaft would U nite and 
out off their escape. 
A trapper boy 
who volunteered to go into the mine 
and warn 
the men gained 
an en­ 
trance through a winding stairway in 
the airshaft. 
While the men outside 
fought the flames 
with buckets of 
water and kept the 
blaze from the 
air shaft, miners escaped from the pit. 
The cage shaft was then ablaze and 
it would have been~tnit a short rime 
until burning emitters from the shaft 
timbers would have Ignited the coal 
and caused the death of the miners.

critical stage and the majority of the 
Americans have stated they will stand

oppression 
no 
longer.

Pearcy said that these American citi­ 
zens have received many offers of aid 
from the United States in case of a 
revolt.

Washington. May 2 2 —The supreme 
court of the United States lias ren­ 
dered a decision in the case of United 
States Senator J 
Ralph Burton of 
Kansas. 
The 
decision was against 
Burton, affirming the decision of the 
federal circuit court for the Eastern 
district of Missouri, by which Burton 
was sentenced to nine months’ impris­ 
onment in the jail of Iron county, Mo., 
required to pay a fin ■ of $2,509 and 
deprived of the right to hereafter hold 
office under the government. 
The sentence of Senator Burton was 
in two parts, as he was convicted on 
two counts of the indictment. 
One 
was six months iii Jail and a fine of 
$2,000 and the other three months in 
jail and $5'•<« fine, aggregating nine* 
months in Jail and a fine of $2,50d. 
The opinion was by Justice Harlan. 
All of the points made in Burton’s in­ 
terest were overruled. 
Senator Bu. ton was prosecuted on 
the charge of Violating section 17s 2 of 
the Revised Statutes, which prohibits 
senators and representatives from re­ 
ceiving compensation for services ren­ 
dered before any of the government 
departments in any m atter in which 
the government may be interested. He 
was specifically charged with accept­ 
ing a tee 11 $500 per month for five 
months from the Rialto Grain and 
Securities company of St. Louis for 
services rendered that company in an 
effort to prevent the issuance of an 
order by the postoffice departm ent pro­ 
hibiting the use of the mails by the 
company. 
Immediately after promulgating Its 
decision the supreme court granted a 
motion to give sixty days to Senator 
Burton in which to prepare a petition 
for a rehearing. 
The action will have 
the effect of taking the case over un­ 
til the next term of court beginning in 
October, as the present term will ex­ 
pire next Monday,

byterian general assembly 
has de­ 
termined upon 
one of the 
most im­ 
portant 
church 
movements

unanimously to begin at once the or­ 
ganization of a m en’s society under 
the name of “Presbyterian 
Brother­ 
hood,’’ 
whose purpose 
shall 
be to 
bring 
the 
men 
of 
Presbyterian \ \ 
churches more closely into sympathy 
with Hie church and 
to bring about 
"spiritual development, fraternal re­ 
lations, 
denominational 
fealty, tile 
strengthening of fellowship and the 
engagement 
in works of 
Christian 
usefulness.’’ 
A committee is to be appointed be­ 
fore the assembly adjourns to take ti]) 
at once detailed plans for the new 
society. 
This new step is the direct 
result of the appointment of a spe­ 
cial committee at the last session of 
the assembly. 
This was done in re ­ 
sponse to repented requests for ac­ 
tion along this line. 
This committee 
found 
an overwhelming 
desire for 
such an organization and so reported 
to the assembly. 
There was no op 
position whatever in the assembly to 
the project aud It had tho enthusias­ 
tic support 
of all who spoke 
on it. 
The 
new society 
is to lie 
entirely 
subordinate to the general assembly 
and will report annually to It. 
The 
powers of Its annual conventions shall 
be advisory and declarative only. 
Comniit4eo- have been appointed to 
raise a San Francisco relief fund of 
$30u.0o0.

Russian Colonel 
Mangled by Explo ­ 
sion of a Bomb. 
Kalisz, Russian Poland, May 22.—A 
second attem pt on the life of Count 
Keller, 
a colonel 
of dragoons 
aud 
nephew of Lieutenant General Count 
Keller, who was killed July 29, 1904, 
during the war with Japan, was made 
here by a Jewish revolutionist, who 
’threw a bomb at the colonel while he 
was riding in a suburb. 
Colonel Kel­ 
ler, though receiving more thau thirty 
wounds from splinters 
of the bomb, 
w as saved from instant death by the 
too good 
aim of his 
assailant, the 
bomb exploding directly beneath the 
body of Colonel Keller’s horse, which 
received 
the major 
portion 
of the 
charge. 
The wounded 
man may re 
cover. 
The 
explosion shattered 
the win 
dows In all the adjacent houses and 
ruptured the ear 
drums of Colonel 
Keller's aide de 
camp. 
The bomb- 
thrower attem pted to escape but be­ 
came entangled in a hedge and was 
arrested by pursuing 
soldiers, who 
were forced to use their sabers be­ 
fore they could subdue him. 
lie wras 
severely wounded. 
Colonel 
Keller’s activity

Probably the business of most general 
interest taken up at the city council 
Monday evening was the election of 
street commissioner.

Tile street committee reported recom- 
m, riding that no more grading be done 
0:1 Oak stre- t than was absolutely nec­ 
essary to make it passable. 
The com­ 
mittee a lso recommended th a t the cul- 
i vert on Tit 1 street between Pine and 
I Quince streets be moved 53 feet farther 
I north, and rebuilt. The m atter was left 
I in the hands of the committee with 
power to act. 
It was also recommend­ 
ed that the n j ne t • f John W ordin for 
a ref ::.<1 warrant for SUK) for sidewalk 
repairs cr iou mu-Iv taxed to his proper­ 
ty, was granted aud the clerk instructed 
to issu an c rie r t en for. 
Tho city engineer made a report on 
the specifications for tho curb, gutter 
ami paving to be done ou Broadway and 
Kingwood 
street. The 
specifications 


for paving were the same as on Laurel 
last year and the specifications for curb 
and gutter called for cement curb and 
gutter combined, the curb to extend 
eight inches above the gutter which 
was to be ten inches wide. 
The m atter of tho condition of Farrar 
street between F irst and Gillis avenues, 
was reported upon and referred to the 
street committee with power to act. 
The city engineer was instructed to 
have a temporary catch basin put in at 
the northwest corner of the intersection 
of Kingwood and Fifth streets. 
A resolution was unanimously passed 
authorizing lateral sewer J through 
blocks 166, 163 and ITO. 
Judge Alderman was before tho coun­ 
cil on the m atter of the reduction of 
the paving assessment on lot 6, block 
67, located on Sixth street. The assess­ 
ments on all the property along this 
street was reduced but in some way 
this lot was left out. 
The lot belongs 
to tho Northern Pacific railroad, and is 
thought to have been loft out on tho 
supposition th a t it was not liable for 
the special tax. 
Tho company is will­ 
ing to pay tho tax but naturally wanted 
the same show as other people. 
The 
council voted to make the same recom­ 
mendation to tho county commissioners 
as regards this lot that it had as to tho 
rest of tho property affected.

The contract for cement sidewalks 
was let to Everett it La Blanc, their bid 
being Ti* cents a square yard for side­ 
walks aud 84 cents for drive ways. 
The 
bid for filling and excavation .was IS 
cents per cubic yard, for each. This is 
about IO cents a square yard higher 
than last year, but the advance is more 
than covered by the advance in price of 
c -moot over a year ago. 
Theirs was 
the only bid offered. 
Street Commissioner Weitzel brought 
p tho question of the railroad crossing 
at Broadway, urging that the city re­ 
quest the railroad to remove the frog 
from the street and replace tho plank 
in the crossing with plank the height 
f the rails.
